Reasons for allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present invention is drawn to a power switching circuit utilizing a power 
switching transistor, a first body node switching transistor, a second body node 
switching transistor, a comparator, an inverter, a load, pass transistor circuitry and a 
pass gate bias transistor recited in claims 1-18. None of the prior art disclosed or 
suggested to show the particular structure and/or the particular operation recited in 
these claims namely: the combination of "the power switching transistor", "the first 
body node switching transistor", "the second body node switching transistor", "the 
comparator" and "the inverter" as recited in claim 1 ; the combination of all the method 
steps as recited in claim 16. 

The prior art references submitted by the applicant on IDS forms received on 
01/12/04 & 12/02/03 were reviewed and considered. These references appear to be 
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the best references with respect to the claimed invention (i.e, the power switching 
circuit) and closely matched most of the references found during the examiners 
searches. However, as noted above, the combination of "the power switching 
transistor^, "the first body node switching transistor", "the second body node switching 
transistor", "the comparator" and "the inverter" or the combination of all the method 
steps as recited in the claims is not disclosed. Therefore, the claims are patentably 
distinct over all these prior art references of record.
